FORTY-NINTH 

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT 

Year  Ended  31st  December,  1942. 


IN  receiving  and,  we  hope,  accepting  this  account  of  our  Steward- 
ship  we  would  ask  the  Trustees  and  Governors  kindly  to  bear 
in  mind  the  difficulties  of  administering  the  affairs  of  the  Charity 
under  war  conditions,  inevitably  due  to  rising  costs,  rationing  of 
provisions  and  fuel,  scarcity  of  supplies  in  drugs  and  other 

necessities,  upkeep  renewals  and  repairs,  laundry,  etc.  in  addition 

» 

to  the  usual  standing  maintenance  charges.  All  such  considera¬ 
tions  mitigate  against  economical  working  compared  with  pre¬ 
war  times,  despite  the  closest  care  and  watchfulness  on  the  part 
of  officials  and  staff  and  the  constant  surveillance  of  our  sub¬ 
committees.  Regular  supplies  of  certain  commodities  are  hard 
to  obtain  and  obviously  the  onus  of  feeding  such  a  big  “family” 
as  ours  is  not  an  easy  task  in  these  trying  days. 

The  Committee  of  Management  have  made  the  fullest  use  of 
the  beds  available,  and  a  large  number  of  In-patients  have  been 
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admitted,  the  Out-patient  Department  figures  also  show  increases. 
The  fact  that  the  air  defences  of  the  district,  maintained  by  the 
Government,  have  undoubtedly  kept  down  the  number  of  casualties 
from  air-raids  is  not  overlooked,  but  for  this  same  reason  many 
families  of  evacuees  have  returned  to  West  Ham  with  a  conse¬ 
quently  greater  demand  on  the  Hospital’s  accommodation.  With 
this  greater  demand  in  mind  the  Committee  considered  the 
advisability  of  providing  extra  beds,  more  particularly  for  the 
treatment  of  children  requiring  operations  for  the  removal  of 
tonsils  and  adenoids,  and  we  are  busy  even  now  making  provision 
for  the  reception  of  such  cases. 

An  outstanding  event  in  the  year  was  the  holding  of 
Governors’  Day  celebrations  on  Thursday,  July  30th,  when  the 
Hospital  was  honoured  by  a  visit  from  Her  Highness,  The 
Princes^  Helena  Victoria,  G.B.E.  Her  Highness  was  received 
by  the  Worshipful  The  Mayor  of  West  Ham,  Alderman  Mrs. 
E.  j.  Gregory,  J.P.,  and  members  of  our  Committee.  The  Lord 
Bishop  of  Barking  having  introduced  Her  Highness  to  the  com¬ 
pany  assembled  in  the  “Lister  Gardens,”  Her  Highness  referred 
to  the  progress  that  had  been  made  since  her  last  visit,  March  30th, 
1922,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  the  new  Out-patient  Building 
now  in  course  of  construction  would  be  completed  at  an  early  date, 
so  that  the  people  of  the  neighbourhood  would  benefit  by  the 
improved  and  up-to-date  accommodation.  Her  Highness  partook 
of  tea  in  Matron’s  room  and  subsequently  visited  the  Out-patient 
Hall,  where  tea  was  served  to  the  visitors  by  Mrs.  M.  H. 
Tibbenham  (mother  of  our  esteemed  Chaplain)  assisted  by  the 
Ladies  of  St.  Mary’s  Church,  who  had  decorated  the  Hall  very 
artistically  with  flowers,  plants  and  bunting,  thereby  contributing 
greatly  to  the  success  of  a  very  happy  afternoon.  The  Committee 
while  recording  its  grateful  appreciation  of  the  encouragement 
Her  Highness’s  visit  had  given  to  the  workers  of  the  Hospital  and 
the  patients,  would  like  at  this  stage  to  mention  its  indebtedness 
to  the  West  Ham  Corporation  Parks’  Committee;  the  “K” 
Division  Police ;  and  to  various  friends  for  gifts  towards  the 
provision  of  the  Tea. 
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In  deference  to  the  wishes  of  H . Ms  Minister  of  Food  the 
Annual  Dinner  was  not  held  this  year;  instead  a  postal 
appeal  was  made,  and  it  is  very  gratifying-  to  those  who  acted  as 
Stewards  to  realise  that  the  response  to  their  requests  for  financial 
support  reached  a  total  of  £2,338  0s„  Od.,  and  we  are  pro¬ 

foundly  grateful  to  all  Stewards  and  all  subscribers  for  their 
helpful  co-operation.  Following  upon  this  Annual  Appeal,  and  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  a  large  proportion  of  our  In-patients,  and 
even  more  of  our  Out-patients,  are  the  wives  and  children  of 
sailormen,  stevedores,  and  dock  workers,  the  Committee  adopted 
a  suggestion  that  a  bed  should  be  endowed  in  our  Hospital  to 
commemorate  the  heroic  and  gallant  services  of  our  Merchant 
Seamen  in  the  country’s  time  of  need,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
a  sum  of  £255,  including  £100  from  the  Ladies’  Aid  Committee, 
was  received.  The  Committee  confidently  hope  that  the  endow¬ 
ment  fund  of  £1,000  will  be  completed  during  1943. 

Our  Annual  Church  Service  was  held  on  Sunday  evening, 
July  12th,  1942,  at  St.  Mary’s  Church,  Plaistow,  E.13,  by  kind 
invitation  of  the  Revd.  D.  C.  Tibbenham,  Hon.  Chaplain  and 
Trustee,  who  gave  an  encouraging  address  to  a  large  and  repre¬ 
sentative  congregation,  which  included  members  of  the  Committee 
of  Management,  our  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  Matron,  Sisters  and 
Nurses. 

On  May  28th,  the  British  Broadcasting  Corporation  made  an 
appeal  over  the  wireless  for  Nurses  and  in  this  connection  the 
Hospital  was  honoured  by  being  asked  to  broadcast  an  episode 
which  took  place  at  the  Hospital  during  one  of  the  evenings  when 
the  air-raids  were  at  their  worst.  It  was  fully  reported  in  the 
local  Press  and  certainly  brought  before  a  large  public  the  work 
which  Nurses  at  this  Hospital  and  all  other  Hospitals  carried  out 
under  very  difficult  and  trying  circumstances. 

The  Visitors  of  the  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  for  London 
resumed  their  annual  inspections  on  June  18th,  and  the  Committee 
is  pleased  to  place  on  record  its  very  grateful  thanks  for  the 
Grants  received  at  the  end  of  the  year  ::  Maintenance  Account, 
£1,750;  Building  Fund,  £1,000;  and  a  further  £375  from  the 
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Bank  of  England  Contribution.  Other  financial  grants,  also 
acknowledged  with  very  grateful  thanks,  have  been  received  from 
the  Metropolitan  Hospital  Sunday  Fund  (£190),  and  the 
Alexandra  Day  Fund  (£70). 

Another  generous  gift  of  an  interesting  nature  was  from 
‘‘Bundles  for  Britain.”  The  London  Committee  sent  copies  of 
the  above  mentioned  Broadcast  to  their  friends  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  with  the  result  that  a  special  appeal  was  made 
and  a  sum  of  £198  Os.  5d.  sent  to  the  Hospital,  which  was  received 
with  very  grateful  thanks. 

A  further  welcome  gift  of  £44  was  received  from  the  National 
Patriotic  Fund  for  New  Zealand,  per  the  High  Commissioner. 

The  Surviving  Executor  of  the  estate  of  the  late  Mr.  Arthur 
Lloyd  gave  a  grant  of  £350,  which  sum  has  been  included  in  the 
Annual  Appeal  result,  with  grateful  appreciation  of  the  help  thus 
rendered. 

Many  other  gifts  of  various  kinds  were  received  during  the 
year,  including  those  for.  the  patients’  Christmas  festivities.

On  April  18th  last  the  Committee  heard  with  deep  regret  of 
the  death  of  Sydney  J.  Wareham,  F.R.C.S.  Mr.  Wareham  was 
one  of  the  pioneer  members  of  our  Medical  Staff,  being  appointed 
in  1902  as  Medical  Officer.  In  conjunction  with  his  other  colleagues 
on  the  Staff  he  assisted  in  1919  in  re-organising  the  medical  and 
surgical  work  and  became  one  of  the  first  honorary  surgeons, 
afterwards  being  appointed  Consulting  Surgeon,  which  post  he 
held  to  the  day  of  his  death.  The  Committee  now  wishes  to 
place  on  record  its  full  appreciation  of  the  valuable  and  efficient 
services  he  gave  to  the  Hospital  and  its  patients. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  learned  that  a  Danish 
lady,  Mrs.  Estrid  Dane,  was  eager  to  found  a  School  of 
Instruction  in  the  Neumann-Nourode  Exercises.  The  Committee 
of  the  Hospital,  recognising  that  this  afforded  an  opportunity 
for  research  in  a  branch  of  child  health  formerly  denied  to  it, 
gladly  offered  to  Mrs.  Dane  the  use  of  the  top  floor  ward  which 
had  been  unoccupied  from  the  beginning  of  the  war.  The  British 
War  Relief  Society  of  the  U.S.A.  consented  to  finance  the  scheme 
and  work  began  early  in  January,  1943.  The  aim  of  the  exercises 
is  to  prevent  the  bony  deformities  of  rickets  by  so  strengthening 
the  muscles  that  they  check  any  alteration  in  the  normal  shape  of 
the  bones.  The  System  may  similarly  be  applied  to  any  congenital 
bony  abnormality.  In  no  case  will  the  exponents  of  the  System 
allow  splinting  or  plaster  cases.  The  only  condition  for  cure  is 
that  the  child  commences  treatment  while  the  bones  are  still 
pliable.  The  value  of  this  work  is  well  known  on  the  Continent, 
but  is  new  to  this  Country.  Should  the  claims  of  its  author  be 
justified,  this  Hospital  will  receive  the  credit  of  setting  up  the  first 
School  in  England  of  a  System  which  it  is  expected  will  spread 
throughout  all  the  Welfare  Clinics  of  London  and  the  provinces. 

The  attention  of  the  Committee  has  also  been  given  during 

the  year  to  various  matters  which  have  an  internal  bearing  on  the 

affairs  of  the  Hospital,  amongst  them  being  Contributory  Schemes 
•  •  •  •  •  «  ' 
and  Income  Limits,  Nurses’  Salaries,  etc.,  Regionalisation  and 

the  “Beveridge  Report’’  (sub  judice).  These  matters  are  still 

being  carefully  considered  with  a  view  to  action  being  taken  at 

some  future  date. 
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In  conjunction  with  the  Miller  General  Hospital  (Greenwich) ;; 
the  Poplar  Hospital,  Bromley  Hospital,  and  Royal  Waterloo 
Hospital  for  Children  and  Women,  the  Committee  agreed  to  co¬ 
operate  in  providing  a  Preliminary  School  of  Training  for  Nurses, 
and  arrangements  are  now  ready  for  the  School  at  Blackheath  to 
receive  Probationers  on  the  1st  March.  The  scheme  has  the 
approval  of  the  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund,  and  the  Committee 
look  forward  with  confidence  to  the  benefit  which  the  Student 
Nurses  will  derive  before  entering  the  Hospital  Wards. 

Owing  to  paper  shortage  we  refrain  from  commenting  upon 
several  matters  to  which  readers  might  expect  us  to  refer,  yet  we 
must  not  miss  this  once-a-year  opportunity  to  mention  that  all 
work  on  our  new  Out-patients’  building  is  suspended.  We 
acknowledge  the  happy  neighbourly  relations  that  exist  between 
A.R.P.  officials  and  ourselves,  as  well  as  the  cordial  help  of  all 
Ministry  of  Health  and  Corporation  representatives  with  whom  we 
have  to  deal.  We  record  our  appreciation  of  the  devoted  services 
rendered  by  Honorary  Medical  and  Resident  Staffs,  by  Matron, 
Sisters  and  Nursing  Staff,  and  Secretarial  Staff,  who  have  all 
carried  out  their  duties  under  difficult  war  conditions  with  patriotic 
zeal  and  with  real  sympathy  toward  the  patients.  We  send  kind 
remembrances  and  good  wishes  to  all  those  members  of  the  various 
Staffs  who  are  engaged  upon  work  of  National  Service,  and  we 
welcome  back  our  Honorary  Treasurer,  Lord  Teviot,  upon  his 
safe  return  from  his  Parliamentary  Mission  to  China  and  other 
Far  Eastern  countries.  We  offer  particular  thanks  to  the  Editor 
of  the  “Stratford  Express’’  for  his  invaluable  help  in  reporting 
our  activities  from  time  to  time. 

We  extend  our  grateful  thanks  to  the  general  body  of  sub¬ 
scribers,  including  those  who  have  contributed  to  the  “York  Cot’’ 
Endowment  Funds  through  the  Collector,  Miss  Eunice  Davis,  for 
their  sustained  support  and  welcome  encouragement  which  are 
very  highly  valued.

ANNUAL  COURT  OF  GOVERNORS. 

The  Forty-Ninth  Annual  Court  of  Governors  was  held  at  the 
Hospital  on  Friday,  5th  March,  1943,  at  2.30  p.m. 

The  Rt.  Revd.  The  Lord  Bishop  of  Barking-  (Trustee)  having 
been  invited  to  preside,  the  notice  convening  the  Court  was  read. 

Letters,  etc.,  regretting  inability  to  be  present,  were  read  from 
Mrs.  R.  B.  Platford,  Mrs.  E.  C.  Beasley,  Mrs.  F.  Sharpless,  Mrs. 
D.  E.  Harrison,  Mr.  W.  T.  Towler,  Mr.  H.  E.  Palmer. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Court  of  Governors  were 
taken  as  read  and  confirmed. 

Six  Governors  were  re-elected  to  serve  on  the  Committee  of 
Management  for  the  ensuing  year  and  their  names  submitted  to 
the  Trustees. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Management  for  the  past 
year  as  drafted,  was  read  by  the  Bishop  of  Barking,  and 
considered. 

Mr.  S.  G.  T.  Millo  submitted  the  audited  Accounts  with  the 
Financial  Statement  and  gave  a  brief  summary  of  the  present 
position.  The  Report  &  Accounts  were  unanimously  adopted,  and 
Mr.  Millo  thanked  for  his  statement  relating  thereto. 

Mr.  Millo  further  reported  that  on  the  previous  Sunday  the 
personnel  of  the  Air  Raid  Precautions  had  handed  to  the  Hospital 
a  cheque  for  £1,050  for  the  endowment  of  two  cots. 

Proposed  by  Mrs.  E.  Cummings,  seconded  by  Mrs.  A.  Pettifer  : 

That  the  thanks  of  this  meeting  be  given  to  the  Chairman, 

Vice-Chairman,  and  members  of  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment  for  the  attention  given  during  the  past  year  to  the  affairs 

of  the  Hospital. 

Mr.  John  Weir,  on  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  Committee, 
thanked  the  Governors  for  their  vote  of  appreciation. 

The  usual  Resolutions  as  in  former  years  were  then  carried 

unanimously. 

The  Rt.  Hon.  The  Lord  Teviot  (Hon.  Treasurer)  was  present 
and  thanked  the  Governors  for  their  welcome  on  his  return,  briefly 
referring  to  the  impressions  he  had  received  during  the  Mission  to 
China  and  the  North  African  Battlefront. 

The  .  meeting  closed  with  a  hearty  and  unanimous  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  Chairman,  proposed  by  the  Rev.  R.  Stafford  Morris.

NURSE’S  DRAMATIC  RAID  STORY 

In  six  and  a  half  minutes  on  Monday  evening  the  true  story 
was  broadcast  by  the  B.B.C.  of  a  night’s  work'  in  one  of  London’s 
hospitals  during  a  bombing-  raid.  The  story  related  to  what  hap¬ 
pened  at  St.  Mary’s,  Plaistow,  on  the  night  of  March  19th  last 
year,  and  millions  of  listeners  heard  of  the  courage  and  devotion 
of  doctors,  nurses  and  other  members  of  the  staff,  under  severe 
enemy  bombardment.  It  was  broadcast  in  the  “Women  at  War” 
series,  which  on  this  occasion  dealt  with  the  work  of  London’s 
hospital  nurses. 

Before  the  microphone  appeared  Nurse  Lightfoot,  a  member 
of  the  nursing  staff  of  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  who  was  on  duty  on 
the  night  of  the  raid,  to  tell  the  story  of  the  happenings.  It  was 
told  in  dramatic  fashion  to  the  accompaniment  of  the  sound  of 
bursting  bombs  and  gunfire,  and  all  the  other  noises  attendant 
upon  an  air  raid. 

That  night  will  be  long  remembered  by  those  on  duty  at  the 
hospital.  Incendiaries  dropped  on  the  roof  of  the  buildings,  blast 
from  high  explosives  destroyed  all  the  windows,  and  most  of  the 
frames  in  the  back  of  the  Nurses’  Home,  hospital,  theatre  and 
X-Ray  section,  and  much  internal  damage  was  done.  The  blasting 
of  the  windows  and  lights  in  the  ground  operating  theatre  pre¬ 
vented  further  work,  and  the  medical  staff  and  nurses,  with  help, 
transferred  plant  and  equipment  to  the  basement  of  the  new  build¬ 
ing  .and  installed  a  temporary  theatre,  where  work  of  treating 
major  casualties  was  carried  on.  Another  incident  was  when  some 
victims  were  trapped  under  the  debris  of  a  house  nearby,  and  a 
doctor  attached  to  the  first-aid  post,  and  a  nurse  (Nurse  Wallis, 
who  has  since  joined  the  Army  nursing-  service),  went  to  the  scene 
and,  after  crawling  through  the  rubble,  administered  injections  to 
a  person  seriously  injured,  and  who  was  subsequently  rescued. 

As  the  narrator  at  the  broadcast  said,  it  was  the  story  of  one 
particular  night,  but  it  might  have  been  that  of  many  similar 
nights  when  the  work  had  been  done,  no  matter  what  the  dangers 
or  difficulties.  Similar  stories  could  be  told  about  most  of  London’s 
hospitals.

Let  Nurse  Lightfoot  come  to  the  microphone  and  tell  her  story 
of  the  night.  The  warning  had  sounded,  and  suddenly  wardens 
and  police  started  to  blow  their  whistles  to  warn  people  of  danger 
to  their  immediate  district.  The  matron,  who  had  been  reading 
in  her  sitting-room  in  the  hospital,  picked  up  her  telephone.  Then 
followed  in  dialogue  form  the  orders  of  the  matron  to  the  night 
sister,  the  theatre  nurse,  and  nurses  in  the  home. 

Nurse  Lightfoot  continued  :  “And  so  the  night  began  (aero¬ 
planes  drone  overhead).  We  scrambled  into  our  uniforms  in  the 
Nurses’  Home.  We  had  very  little  time.  (Bomb.)  We  ran  down 
the  stairs  of  the  Nurses’  Home  out  into  the  street,  round  the 
corner,  up  the  steps  into  the  hospital,  along  the  corridor  and  into 
the  operating  theatre.”  Then  came  sounds  of  preparations  in  the 
theatre.  More  orders  are  given,  and  Nurse  Lightfoot  continued  : 
“Our  first-aid  post  is  a  big  place."  The  A.R.P.  workers  bring  the 
casualties  in  and  the  stretchers  are  laid  on  trestles.  1  he  doctors 
diagnose  the  cases. 

“The  first  case  arrives,  and  doctor  says,  ‘Hullo,  old  chap, 
what’s  the  trouble?’  and  a  cockney  voice  replied,  ‘Only  a  few  cuts, 
doctor;  here’s  a  pretty  how  d’yer  do,  ain’t  it?’  ‘Nothing  broken, 
eh?’  asks  the  doctor,  and  the  cockney  replies,  ‘Trust  me  to  make 
a  row  if  there  was.’  ‘Go  into  that  room  over  there,  and  nurses 
will  patch  you  up,’  orders  the  doctor,  and  the  man  replies,  ‘  Thanks, 
doc.  All  the  best;  let  me  know  if  you  want  any  help.’ 

Then  came  a  description  of  the  arrival  of  a  serious  case  taken 
to  the  theatre,  preparations  for  an  operation,  the  sound  of  a  bomb 
dropping  very  near  and  smashing  glass.  “The  theatre  windows 
went,  everything  movable  danced  about,  and  the  lights  went  out,” 
said  Nurse  Lig'htfoot.  “I  switched  on  a  large  torch  and  held  it  up, 
so  that  the  doctor  could  see.  ”  Orders  to  switch  on  the  emergency 
lighting,  and  nurse,  continuing  her  narrative,  says:  “  I  he  bombs 
were  falling  in  real  earnest  now.  When  the  operation  was 
finished  and  the  patient  on  his  way  to  the  basement  ward  we 
started  to  move  to  the  emergency  theatre. 

Outside  in  the  street  it  was  as  bright  as  day,  terrific  fires  had 
started  among  the  dock  warehouses,  but  the  work  went  on.  The 
matron  was  busy  preparing  the  emergency  theatre  in  the  first-aid 
post. 
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Then  came  the  voice  of  the  nurse,  informing  the  matron  that 
a  member  of  a  demolition  squad  had  said  a  house  at  the  back  had 
fallen  on  a  shelter,  that  they  had  managed  to  clear  it  a  bit,  and 
they  could  get  at  some  of  the  people  trapped  there.  The  matron 
informs  a  doctor,  who,  with  a  nurse,  goes  to  the  shelter.  The 
sound  of  bricks  being  cleared  was  heard,  and  Nurse  Lightfoot 
continued  :  “The  doctor  injected  morphia  into  the  arm,  and  as 
they  uncovered  more  people  we  were  able  to  reach  one  or  two  other 
legs  and  arms  to  inject.  When  we  had  done  all  we  could  ;  we 
started  running  back  to  the  first-aid  post.” 

At  this  point  a  bomb  falls,  the  doctor  see  incendiaries  on  the 
hospital  roof,  the  nurse  runs  to  the  hospital.  She  said  :  “I  ran 
to  the  hospital,  called  out  to  a  porter  to  find  an  axe  and  ’phone  to 
the  fire  station,  and  then  to  follow  me  to  the  roof.  I  met  a  night 
nurse  on  the  way  up;  she  came,  too.  The  roof  was  burning  merrily. 
More  incendiaries  were  falling.” 

Listeners  heard  sounds  of  a  fire  extinguisher  being  used,  and 
the  nurse  saying,  “We  can  only  get  at  it  with  an  axe.”  She  is 
handed  an  axe,  and  sounds  of  its  being  used  were  heard  as  Nurse 
Lightfoot  said  :  “We  worked  hard  on  that  roof.  The  smoke  al¬ 
most  choked  me,  but  we  kept  it  down  till  the  engine  arrived.  Then 
I  went  back  to  the  first-aid  post.  All  the  doctors  and  surgeons 
were  hard  at  work.  At  last  came  the  ‘Raiders  Passed’  signal,  but 
we  hardly  knew  about  it.  We  went  right  on  into  the  day,  and 
when  we  were  just  about  walking  in  our  sleep  our  reserve  staff, 
the  Red  Cross  and  St.  John  Ambulance  nurses  arrived  to  relieve 
some  of  us,  so  that  we  could  get  a  little  sleep.  Of  course,  we 
knew  it  would  start  all  over  again  the  next  night,  and  the  night 
after  that,  and  probably  for  weeks  to  come,  but,  after  all,  that’s 
what  we’re  there  for.” 

Nurse  Lightfoot,  who  was  chosen  from  among  the  nursing 
staff  of  the  hospital  to  tell  the  story  of  that  night,  comes  from 
Wales.  She  has  been  training  at  St.  Mary’s  for  just  over  four 
years,  and  recently  sat  for  her  final  examination,  the  result  of 
which  she  is  awaiting.  She  told  an  “Express”  reporter,  “I  felt 
rather  nervous  at  the  broadcast,  but  they  said  I  didn’t  look 
nervous.  I  was  thrilled  by  being  able  to  take  part  in  it.” 

The  matron  of  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Miss  Smith-Johnson^ 
was  in  the  studio  with  the  nurse.

A  NIGHT  OF  HORROR. 


it  is  generally  recognised  that  since  war  began  women  of  all 
•classes  have  acquitted  themselves  courageously  in  the  face  of  dire 
peril,  and  many  deeds  of  heroism  have  been  performed  by  women, 
upon  whom  honours  have  justly  been  conferred.  It  is  probably 
true  to  say  that  no  branch  of  war  workers  has  undergone  greater 
strain  or  hardship  than  those  members  of  the  nursing  profession, 
those  unselfish  and  self-sacrificing,  highly-trained  experts,  whose 
services  have  never  been  of  greater  value.  Many  stories  have  al¬ 
ready  been  told  showing  how,  during  those  nights  of  horror  which 
resulted  in  damage  and  and  destruction  to  so  many  of  our 
hospitals,  the  nurses  calmly  continued  their  duties  with  thoughts, 
not  for  the  safety  of  themselves,  but  rather  for  those  for  whom 
they  had  responsibility.  It  may  be  recalled  that,  when  some  wards 
at  Queen  Mary’s  Hospital  were  shattered  to  rubble  on  a  memorable 
Saturday  afternoon  during  September,  1940,  and  patients  and 
nurses  were  buried  under  tons  of  debris,  deeds  requiring  the 
greatest  courage  were  quietly  and  efficiently  performed.  As  a 
sequel  to  this,  one  nurse  was  officially  commended.  What  she  did 
was  by  no  means  an  isolated  instance  of  devotion  to  duty.  Listeners 
to  the  B.B.C.  Forces’  programme  on  Monday  evening  could  not 
fail  to  have  been  thrilled  by  the  enactment  of  a  scene  in  which 
St.  Mary’s  Hospital  at  Plaistow  figured  on  a  night  when  whole 
areas  in  Dockland  were  ablaze.  What  was  staged  so  realistically 
over  the  air  was  not  someone’s  version  of  an  incident,  or  a  figment 
of  a  highly-coloured  imagination.  It  was  a  grim  story  based  on 
fact  and  told  by  one  of  the  nurses.  The  lady  in  question  is  to  be 
complimented  on  the  part  she  played  and  on  the  vivid  description 
she  gave  of  it.  In  doing  this  she  may  be  said  to  have  represented 
the  whole  of  our  local  hospitals.  x4t  the  same  time  St.  Mary’s 
suffered  this  damage,  Queen  Mary’s  suffered  just  as  severely; 
later,  East  Ham  Hospital  for  a  time  was  practically  closed  by  the 
raiders,  while  Plaistow  and  the  Seamen’s  Hospital  in  the  docks 
also  suffered  considerably.  The  chief  point  of  the  story  is  that  in 
all  such  places  the  work  goes  on,  whatever  are  the  dangers  or 
difficulties.

For  twenty  years  the  Hospital  has  made  an  appeal  for  funds 
on  the  occasion  of  its  yearly  Festival.  These  have  been  very 
largely  attended,  and  sums  up  to  £2,800  have  been  reached  ;  a 
considerable  and  most  essential  addition  to  the  Hospital’s  chari¬ 
table  support. 

In  the  present  crisis,  and  in  deference  to  the  wishes  of  H.M. 
Food  Controller,  the  Committee  has  decided  to  forgo  the  annual 
dinner  or  luncheon  this  year,  but  hopes  its  many  supporters  will 
regard  this  letter  as  an  earnest  appeal  and  invitation  for  their 
continued  support.  The  Hospital  work  still  goes  on  despite  the 
effects  of  the  Air  Raids  and  damage  sustained,  and  naturally  we 
are  anxious  to  maintain  the  Income  until  such  time  as  our  Festivals 
can  be  resumed. 

The  Committee  realises  that  taxation  and  the  calls  of  War 
Service  have  reduced  the  amount  that  all  can  spend  on  charity, 
but  sickness  and  illness  are  not  lessened  by  war  and  its  privations, 
so  the  work  of  the  Hospital  must  go  on  and  it  is  sincerely  hoped 
that  ultimately  the  support  received  by  the  Hospital  will  remove 
anxiety  on  the  score  of  debt.

In-Patient  and  Out-Patient  Departments 

(continued  from  inside  of  front  cover ) 

In-Patients  are  chiefly  selected  from  among-  the  Out-Patients, 
according  to  the  urgency  of  the  case  and  the  number  of  vacant 
beds.  They  are  required  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  their 
maintenance,  or  provide  vouchers  for  same.  (H.S.A.,  H.S.F.,  or 
other  Associations). 

The  suitability  of  any  case  for  admission  is  left  to  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  Medical  Officers  after  examination. 

Out-Patients  (new  cases)  must  attend  at  times  stated  above. 
Old  cases  may  attend  up  to  30  minutes  later.  They  are  required 
to  pay  1/-  for  first  attendance,  6d.  for  the  three  following,  1  /- 
for  fifth  attendance;  medicines  are  charged  extra.  (Vouchers  as 
above  are  accepted  in  lieu  of  payment.) 

CASUALTY  PATIENTS. 

Accidents  and  urgent  cases  are  seen  at  any  time. 

Patients  must  attend  as  directed  for  dressing  of  wounds  and 
treatment  of  other  injuries. 

Patients  must  be  provided  with  bottles,  etc.,  or  these  can  be 
obtained  at  the  Dispensary  at  cost  price. 

VISITING  DAY  FOR  IN-PATIENTS. 

Sunday,  2  to  4  p.m.,  except  to  Babies,  which  is  from  2.30  to 
3.30  p.m.
